|N drawing up i Manual of the 
early Englidi Hiftorians, the Com- 
piler believes he has endeavoured 
to fupply a want in bibliographical literature 
which has been often felt. It is true that 
catalogues fimilar in idea, though not in 
execution, have been before publifhed, but 
the generality of them, fuch as Jofcelin's 
very brief account publiflied by Hearne with 
Robert of Avelbury, Hearne's own lift in his 
« Du<aor Hiftoricus," and Voffius* book « De 
Hiftoricis Latinis,"* befides fumifliing but

fhort notices^ are now of courfe extremely de- 
fedtive and unfatisfaftory ; as in the length of 
time which has elapfed fince their publication^ 
much additional information has been dif- 
covered, and our ftock of printed hiftorians 
greatly enlarged. And although in 1829 
Mr. Stace publifhed a catalogue of hiftorical 
writers, yet it was merely a catalogue, giving 
nothing but the titles and dates of the works, 
and thofe often very inaccurately. This being 
the cafe, a brief biographical account of all 
hiftorians of any note, with lifts of the editions 
of their works, fuch as is here offered, the 
Compiler trufts may not prove unacceptable. 
And while he is fer from thinking that no 
errors or imperfections will be difcovered in 
it, yet he hopes it will be found to be, on the 
whole, accurate and complete ; at any rate he 
can fay that he has fpared no pains to render 
it fo. It will be feen that the references to 
MSS. are only given where the books have 
not been printed, and fuch of thefe as have no

references to MSS. are not known to be ex- 
tant* All monaftic and local chronicles have 
been omitted, with the exception of two, as 
the compilation has been confined to national 
hiftories; the two in regard to which the 
exception has been made, are Ingulph, and 
the Chronicle of London, becaufe much of 
the general hiftory of the kingdom is con- 
tained in them. Froiflart, Titus Forojulien- 
fis, Polydore Vergil, 8cc. have been omitted 
as being foreigners, together with works like 
John Twyne's " De rebus Albionicis com- 
mentarii,"' becaufe, although of an hiflorical 
nature, they cannot be called hiftories. 

Should this attempt meet with approval, a 
continuation, bringing the work down to a 
later period, may perhaps follow at fome fu- 
ture time. 

In concluiion, the Compiler has to acknow- 
ledge his obligations to the Rev. H. O. Coxe, 
M . A. Sub-librarian of the Bodleian, for his 
kind afiiftance in many cafes ; to J. O. Halli-

He was imprifoned by 
Henry VIIL in 1 540 for fix weeks, for 
printing the Bible without notes, " and, 
before his releafe, was bound in a penalty of £100 
that he fliould neither fell, nor print, nor caufe to 
be printed, any more Bibles, until the king and the 
clergy fhould agree upon a tranflation. * * * No 
particulars have been handed down to us of his 
ficknefs, death, or interment, nor do we find any 
account of him after 1572, when by an accidental 
fall he broke his leg." (Chalmers.) His " Abridg-

He was ordained 
by Richard Cheney, Bifhop of Gloucefter, about 
1564, but in 1569 he apoflatized from the Church 
of England, and joined that of Rome. In 1 573 he 
entered the Society of Jefuits, was afterwards a pro- 
feflbr at Prague, and then in 1580 came over to 
England, when he was fazed by the government, 
and put to death for fome real or pretended confpi- 
racy.

EORGE BUCHANAN was born at 
Killearn in Stirlingfliire. He was edu- 
cated at St. Andrew's and at Paris, 
where he became a Profeflbr. From 
that time (about 1531) till 1560 he led a very unr 
fettled life, chiefly owing to the danger which hung 
over him on account of his Proteilantifm, and the 
bitter fatires which he wrote againfl: the Monks.
